And when Juſtices of the Peace a& 
candidly, though not with ſo much 
Skill in the Law, you will ſhew Ten- 
dernels to them, as Gentlemen that 
{crve the King and the Publick forno- 
thing, and have not thoſe Afliſtances 
of Council and Ofhcers that are 
here. ; 

You have the Afliſtance of very 
$kiltul Officers in this Court, and you 
will give them all due Encouragement ; 
bur you mult have a ſtrict Eye over 
them, that they neither oppreſs the 
Innocent, by ſending out Procels, up- 
on every malicious and frivolous In- 
formation, nor take part with Offen- 
ders, by making Errors, whereby, at- 
ter Conviction they {hall elcapeour of 
the Hands of Juſtice. 

They are paid Fees for Diſchar- 
ges, but not for Convidii ms; and 
therefore ir may be feared they will 
not be careful to prevent Errors: But 
they ſhould know, the greateſt Ute of 
Officers, is, that Buſineſs ſhould be in 
the Hands of skilful Men; and thar 
when a Criminal elcapes by their Neg- 
ligence or Ignorance, the Fault of the

Offender lies upon them, and they 
{how themſelves to be unfit for their 
places. 

Mr. Serjeait , When you have 
the due Alliſtance of Inferrour Ma- 
oiſtrates, and of the Officers of this 
Court, your Province will not be ſo 
burthenſome as 1t-is eſteemed. 

And you may yet reduce it into 
leſs Compals, by ſealonable Severities, 
whereby,when you have once maſter- 
ed the Heads of Diſorder, others will 
ealily be kept in Obedience to the 
King's Laws. 

The Temper of the preſent Age 
requires your Severity in Caſes of Sc- 
dition. It was lately grown to tha: 
Height. and Inſolence, and managcd 
with that Malice, that it was thought 
very near breaking out intoopen Force, 
to the Danger of the Kingdom: But 
by the wile Condu& of His Majeſty, 
with the Bleſſing of God, it was ſuffer- 
ed to baffle it (elt by its own Extrava- 
gance, you may expect it ſhould now 
be crafty;therefore you muſt be the more 
careful to {top the Beginnings of fo 
dangerous aud quick-ſpreading a Poy- 


ſon,

ſon, and to ſuppreſs all falſe News,Li- 
bels, and other Materials of Sedi- 
tion. 

A great means towards it,will be to 
cut off all hopes it may have of Coun- 
tenance in the Courts of Juſtice. You 
mult not ſuffer Councils to abett the 
Guilt of their Clients, inſtead of en- 
deavouring to make them appear inno- 
cent, nor urge their own Opinions in- 
ſtead of Arguments of Law; and with 
that pretence of Authority, that when 
the Fo differs from them, they at- 
fe to ſhew a Dilſcontent,asif they ap- 
pealed tothe By-ſtanders. Theſe Inde- 
+ cencies were not tolerated heretofore, 
andif you meet with them,you ſhould 
animadvert ſeverely upon thoſe that 
offend. =» 

You muſt be ſure to maintain the 
reſpe& that is due from the Bar to the 
Court. 

The Greatneſs and Dignity of this 
Court, is neceſſary to the ule of it, 
that no Offenders may think either by 
their Number or Magnitude to be too 
hard for Juſtice.

" ſhew you better Methods, tomake the 

uriſdiction of this Court anfwer the 
ends of its Inſtitution. 

That the World may {ee the truth . 
of the At of Parliament, that took a- 
way the Court of Star-Chamber, which 
recites, that whatiqever was regularly 
puniſhable there , might be puniſhed 
mn the ordinary Courle of Juſtice. 

That the King may lce the uſe and 
ſufficiency of the Law for the Support 
of his Government , and may be 
more and more ſatisfied in his Relo- 


lutions to govern according to Law ; | 
and all his People may live happily * 
under his Government. i 

Mr. Serjeant, VV hen you have theſe / 
Great things under your Care,l know 
you will do your utmolt for the ac- 
complithing them.
